Agninaldo has sent
a note to General Anderson, in com-
mand of the American troops, saying
that unless the Yankees withdrew from
the trenchee, he would order hie forces
to fire upon ttem.

The contempt of Lhe Americans for
the motley horde of rebels, headed by
the bribe-taker, Agninsldo, is becoming
more intense hourly, and no doobt the
Americans would welcome any excuse
for turning their guns upon the ineo-
lent Aguinaldo.

AT MANILA

Cables From Merritt Say That the [n-
surgents are Acting Like Garcia's
Cubans at Santiage de Cuba.

SURRENDER OF THE CITY
WILL S00X BE DEMANDED

Merritt Will Co-operate With Dewey—
Twelve Thousand American Troops
Have Reached Cavite—Merritt's
Advices Cause Concern at Wash-

ington.

Wasmixgron, Augnset 1.—Gen. Merritt
has again cabled the war department as
to the eitoation at Manila; which he
finds very unsatisfactory and dengerous
owing to the attitnde of the insargents.
In the opinion of Merritt, the attitude
of the insurgents there is similar to Lthat
assuomed by Gareia’'s Cubans at Santi-
ago. Upon the question of their right
to enter and possess themselves of the
eity it is thonght in this case the insur-
gente are a very much more formidable
element, but not only more numerous
but better armed, and filled with arro-
gance growing ont ot their numerons
victories over their Spanish foea, Mer-
ritt, however, indicates that he will do
his utmost to protect the citizens from
the sevagry of the insurgents, though
the task is a delicate and dificult one,
becanse of Lhe fact that he must, while
fighting the Spaniards, be ready at any
moment to repel the insurgente,

The genernl gave notice thst ha was
about to combine with Dewey in & joint
demand lor the eurrender of the ocity,
thus forestalling the inznrgents, and
this movement way cause a rupture.
Iv is possible, in view of the fact that
Merritt’s eablegram was sent from Cay-
ite last Thoraday, that this movement
has been made already by the combined
American military apd naval forces, al-
thongh there is some doubt on this
point on account of a etatement from
Merritt that be will receive all his sol-
diers before attacking., It is possmible
the demand will be made without being
followed by an attack, which may be
deferred until all the troops have
reached Cavile.

Up to the date of the report Merrilt
had with him 12,000 soldiere. Inall,
seven expeditions have left San Fran-
ciges and it i the Intention to farnish
Merritt with af least 8000 men more
than bis present force. Il he delays his
attack until all these have reached him,
Manila will not be taken before Septem-
ber, for the last troops have not yet
started from San Francisco.

Alger and Long are in conference with
the president over the serions sitnation
in the Philippines.
